UNPACKING AND SET UP 

• Remove the radio from the carton and remove nil packing material from the 
radio Wb (tugged that you save the packing material. If possible, in the unlikely 
event that your radio ever needs to be returned lor service. The original carton 
and packing material is the only sate way to pack your radio to protect it from 
damage in transit. 

• Remove any descriptive lahels or stickers on the front or top Of the cabinet. Do 
not remove any labels or stickers from the back or bottom of lhe cabinet. 

• Place your radio on a level surfaca such as a table, desk or shelf, convenient to 
an AC outlet, out of direct sunlight, and away from sources of excess heat, dirt, 
dust, moisture, humidity, or vibration.

OPERATING INSTRUCTIONS 



SETTING THE TIME, THE FIRST TIME IMPORTANT: 
IMPORTANT: 

The tirst lime you connect your new SmartSel* clock radio lo the AC outlot the internal 
computer will automatically set the time correctly for the Eastern Time Zone, which is 
the initial default setting. The display will scan lot a low soconds and then set the 
coriocl month, date, day and time in the Eastern zone. It you live in the Eastern Time 
zone, there's nothing else to do. Your clock is set correctly and running. 

II you do not live in the Eastern Time zone you must change the default zone display to 
your own zone You only do this one lime and Ihe SmartSer* will remember the now 
default zone setting and will always return to that setting after a power interruption 

There are 7 time zones programmed into your SmartSef* clock radio as follows: 

Zoned — Atlantic Time 

/one 02 — Eastern Time 

Zone 03 — Central Time 

Zone 04 — Mountain Time 

Zone 00 — Pacific Time 

Zone 06 Yukon Time 

Zone 07 — Hawaiian Time 



To change the default time zone display, depress the TIME ZONE button The word 
"ZONb" appears in the main display, and the number "02" will appear on the month/ 
date display, indicating that the default zone is Zone 02, Eastern Time. Hold the TIME 
ZONE button und then press either tho SET i or SET - buttons until your own time 
zone appears on the display, then release the buttons. The clock display will change 
to the correct time in the time zone you selected Tho clock will always return to the 
correct time in the zone you selected after every power interruption. If you move to a 
different time zone, simply change Ihe default /one display lo the new /one end lite 
SmartSet* will remember that setting for you. 

DATE DISPLAY 

The correct month and date appear in the small display. The month and date arc 
exprap-sfiri numencally in the MM/UU format. For example, May 21st will be displayed 
as (5. 21 ). This display adjusts automatically for months of different lengths. For example, 
at midnight on February ?8lh {?.. 28), Ihe display will automatically change to March 
1st (3. 1). unless It is a Leap Year, In which case the display will change to February 
29th (2. 29). 

NOTE: RESIDENTS WHO LIVE IN NEWFOUNDLAND STANDARD TIME ZONE 

II you live within this time zone the time must be manually adjusted. 

• Hold the "TIME ZONE" button and press Ihe "DOWN" button so that il shows 
"ZONE 1" 

• Hold the "TIME/DATE" button and press the "UP" button. 

■ Tho "Minutes" digits begin to advance slowly at first, and then advance rapidly 

• Add 30 minutes 
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YEAR DISPLAY 

To see the correct year, depress the TIME and MONTH/DATE buttons together. The 
small display changes from 'month/date' to 'year'. When you release the TIME and 
MONTH/DATE buttons the small display returns to month and dote. 

DAYLIGHT SAVING AND LEAP YEAR ADJUSTMENTS 

All Daylight Saving and Leap Year adjustments are made automatically by the SmartSel* 
internal computer as follows. 

• Start ot Daylight Saving Time: 

At 1 :59.59 AM on the first Sunday in Apnl, the clock will automatically advance to 
3:00 AM. 

• End ot Daylight Saving Time: 

Al 2:59.59 AM on Die last Sunday In October, the clock will automatically reset to 
2:00 AM. 

• Leap Year 

At 12 Midnight on Febniary ?ath, the calendar display will change to "2. 29" 
IMPORTANT NOTICE 

Duylight Savings Time is NOT observed in Saskatchowan as well as cities in oilier 
provinces across Canada. Contact youi local municipality to confirm whether you 
observe this time change. 

MANUAL TIME ADJUSTMENTS 

Some people like to shI their clocks 5 to 10 minutes fast to make sure that they will 
always be on time. Even though the SmartSel' sels the lime by risen, you still have the 
option of adjusting the time manually if you wish. 

To manually adjust the time display depress and hold the TIME button, and press 
either the SET + or SET - buttons to adjust tho time display ahead or back as desired. 
Each press of the SET + or SET - buttons will change the display by one minute. It you 
hold tho SET + or SET - buttons the display will continue to change. The display will 
change slowly at first, one minute at a time. But if you continue holding the SET + or 
SET- buttons the display will change rapidly. 

NOTE: II you manually adjust the time, your new setting is entered into the SmartSet" 
memory. If the power is interrupted, the display will return to your new sotting, 
nol llm original suiting, when the power is restored. 

ADJUSTING THE WAKE UP TIMES 

Your SmartSel ' clock radio has two separate alarms that can be sel and used independ- 
ently. You may use the alarms to wake two people at different times, or you may use 
one alarm for weekdays and the other lor weekend wake up times. The procedure lor 
adjusting the wake up time Is the same for both Alarm l and Alarm 2. 
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1 . Depress and hold either the ALM I or AIM 2 setting button. The main display will 
change from Ihe correct time lo Ihe Alarm 1 or Alarm 2 wake up lime. 

2. While holding the ALM 1 or ALM 2 soiling button, depress either the SET + or SET 
- button to move the display ahead or back to your desired wake up lime. 

3. When ihe desired wake up time appears on the display, release all buttons. 

NOTE: Be sure that you have set the wake up time correctly by observing the 

AM indicator. If the AM indicator is 'On' the wake up time is "AM". I( the AM 
indicator is 'Oft', the wake up time is "PM". 

SELECTING THE ALARM MODE 

Your SmartSet 6 clock radio allows you to select from among three different alarm 
operation modes for either alarm. The alarm modes are - 

1 Weekdays only - the alarm will only turn on Monday through Friday; 2. Weekends 
only - the alarm will only turn on Saturday and Sunday: 3. Everyday • the alarm will 
lum on all 7 days. 

To check the Alarm Mode setting lor Alarm I . depress the ALM I setting button. The 
display will show Ihe Alarm 1 wake up time a"nd the day ot the week indicators will 
show you which alarm mode Is selected 

• If all 7 indicators are 'On', the everyday mode is selected. 

If only the Monday through Friday indicators are 'On' the Weekdays only mode is 
selected. 

• If only the Saturday and Sunday indicators are 'On', the Weekends only mode is 
selected. 

To change the Alarm Mode setting tor Alarm 1 . hold the ALM I setting button and press 
the ALARM MODE button until the day indicators show the desired mode setting, 
Weekdays only, Weekends only, or Everyday operation. Release Ihe ALARM MODE 
and ALM I setting buttons and the display will return to the correct time. 

CHECKING THE WAKE UP TIMES AND ALARM MODE 

Whenever you want to chock the wake up time or the alarm mode settings, simply 
press either the ALM 1 or ALM 2 setting buttons. The display will change from correct 
time lo wake up lime and the day indicators will show you which alarm mode is cur- 
rently selected. 

Release the ALM 1 or ALM 2 setting buttons to return to correct time. 
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LISTENING TO THE RADIO 

Set tho BAND selector to the desired band, AM or FM. 

• Set the VOLUME control to a low setting. 

Press Ihe RAOIO ON/OFF button to turn the radio 'On'. The radio dial pointer will 
light. 

• Select your desired station with the TUNING control. 

• Adjust the VOLUME control to the desired setting, 

• When you are finished listening, press the RADIO ON/OFF button to turn the 
radio 'Off. I he radio dial poinlor light goes off. 

ANTENNA INFORMATION 

AM - The AM bar antenna is inside the cabinet. If AM reception is weak, Change Ihe 
position ul cabinet until the internal antenna picks up the strongest signal. NOTC: 
Do not place this radio on a metal shelf, metal table, or other metal surface as 
this may interfere with AM reception, 

FM - The FM antenna is built in to the AC power cord. If FM reception is weak try 
varying Ihe position and direction of the power cord until you find the strongest 
signal. 

WAKE TO RADIO 

1. Turn the radio 'On' and select the band, station, and volume level that you wish to 
hear when the alarm enmes on, then lurn the radio 'Off' again. 

2. Reconfirm Ihe wake up lime end alarm mode settings for the alarm you are using. 
Alarm I , Alarm 2, or both alarms. 

3. Set the ALARM selector switch for one or both alarms to the RADIO position. Tho 
appropriate ALM 1 and/or ALM 2 indicators will light up to confirm that the alarms 
are set. 

4. At the selected wake up time the radio will turn 'On' II will play lor one hour and 
then shut off automatically. 

5. To stop the radio sooner, press either the appropriate ALM I or ALM 2 button, or 
press the HAUIO ON/OFF button The radio will stop but the alarm remains set 
and will turn the radio on again at the same time on the following day (depending 
on the Alarm Mode selling). 

6. If you do not want the alarm lo lurn Ihe radio on the lollowlng day, set the appro- 
priate ALARM selector to the 'Off' position. 
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WAKE TO BUZZER 



1 . Reconfirm [he wake up time and alarm mode settings lor the alarm you arc using, 
Alarm 1 . Alarm 2. or both alarms. 

2. Sfil the Al ARM selector switch (or one or both alarms to the BUZZER position. 
The appropriate ALM 1 and/or ALM 2 indicators will light up to confirm thai the 
alarms are set 

3. Al the selected wake up lime the buzzer will sound. It will continue lor one hour 
and then shut oft automatically. 

4. To stop the buzzer sooner, press either the appropriate ALM 1 or ALM 2 button. 
The buzzer will stop but the alarm remains set and will turn the buzzer on again at 
IIih same lirriR tin the lollowing day (depending on the Alarm Mode setting). To 
stop the buzzer and turn on the radio immediately, press the RADIO ON/OFF 
bullon instead ol the ALM 1 or ALM 2 button. 

5. II you do not want the alarm to turn the buzzer on the lollowing day, set the appro- 
priate ALARM selector to the 'OH' position. 

RADIO AND BUZZER OPERATION 

You may also set one alarm for wake to radio and the other lor wake to buzzer. Just 
set the ALARM 1 and ALARM 2 selector switches to the desired positions. 

SNOOZE ALARM 

After the radio or buzzer alarm sounds in the morning you may press the SNOOZE bar 
toi a Ihw mora minules sleep. The alarm will stop for approximately 9 minutes and 
then turn on again. You may repeat the Snooze operation up to seven limes il ilasirwl, 
but alter the seventh time the alarm will not turn on again. 

SLEEP TO MUSIC TIMER 

You can program the sleep timer to play the radio lor up to 90 minutes and then shut 
off automatically. 

1 Press the SLEEP button. Tho display will briefly show "1 0" and the radio will begin 
to play. Alter 10 minutes the radio will shut oil automatically. Each time you press 
the SLEEP button tho sloop timer will start at 10 minutes. This is the sleep timer 
default setting. 
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2. To Increase or decrease the amount ot time that the rartio will play bctorc shutting 
Off, hold Ihe SLEEP button and press either the SET + or SET - button to change 
the display to the desired sleep time, up to a maximum ot 90 minutes or a mini- 
mum of 2 minutes. 

NOTE: When you change the sleep timer trom the 10 minute default setting to a 
different setting, the new sotting becomes the default setting. Whenever 
you activate the sleep timer it will begin with your new default setting and 
count down to zero torn lhal point 

3. To cancel tho sleep timer before it counts down to "00" and shut the radio 'Off' 
immediately, press the SNOOZE bar. 

IMPORTANT: 

Remember that the station and volume settings you choose for the Sleep To Music 
operation are the same settings you will hear il you set the alarm for wake to radio the 
following morning. 

DIMMER CONTROL 

The DIMMER switch was set to the 'HIGH' position at our factory. If you find the clock 
display is too bright in a darkened room, set the DIMMER switch to the LOW position 

CHANGING THE LITHIUM BATTERY 

Like all batteries, eventually the built in lithium battery will need to be replaced. A 
number of factors, such as. the length ot time between the date Iho radio was 
manufactured and the date you plugged it in for the first time determine the amount of 
time before replacement. Duhng this initial storage penod, the lithium battory is supplying 
power to tliK SmartSet* computer memory. Once you plug the radio in. your household 
outlet supplies the power, and the battery is not being used. A fresh lithium battery can 
supply power to the SmartSet". computer for at least 3 years even if it is never connected 
to an AC power supply. If your radio was connected to your AC supply within a few 
months after it was manufactured, and you experience only the normal, nuisance type, 
short duration power interruptions, your battery may last for up to 5 years or even 
longer 

When the battery power drops below a certain level, the "BATT. LOW" indicator will 
come on. When you see this indicator, you should change the battery as soon as it Is 
convenient for you to do so. To change the battery proceed as follows: 

1 . Purchase a replacement 3V lithium battery wherever batteries arc sold The battery 
lype is CR2430 or equivalent.

2. Remove the battery from Its package so It Is ready to install. 



3. Important: Leave the radio power cord connected to your AC outlet. This will 
provide power to the SmartSet" computer memory while the original lithium 
battery is removed. 

4. Place the radio face down and use a small BOftMv driver lo remove Ihe screw 
securing the battery holder to the cabinet. 

BE CAREFUL NOT TO LOSE THIS SMALL SCREW I 

5. Slide the battery holder out ol the cabinet. Then remove the ongmal battery Irom 
the holder and insert the new battery into the holder the same way. with the 
positively ) side lacing up. 

6. Slide the holder with the now battory back into Ihc Opening in the cabinet. 

7. Replace the screw lhat secures the battery holder in the cabinet. 

8. Place the radio standing up I | 



RESETTING THE CLOCK AFTER A TOTAL MEMORY LOSS 

If you do not change the built in lithium battery within a reasonable period ol lime after 
you see the low battery warning indicator, the lithium battery may become exhausted 
and will no longer be ahle to supply bank up power to the SmartSct 1 internal computer. 
If the unit Is disconnected from the AC outlet after the battery is exhausted, or it a 
power interruption OCOUT8, IIih SrnarlSel" memory will be lost and the clock will need 
to be reset when the power is restored. Be sure to install a fresh lithium battery before 
you reset llie clock, otherwise the clock will need to be reset each time the power Is 
interrupted.
